vember election ? The n ame of the pro­ 
g ram? "All in the Fam ily ”—an d it’s 
the star, Archie Bun ker of all people, 
who's g ot the can didates frettin g . 
Archie is the big oted, biased, lower 
middle class, an ti-in tellectual, the per- 
son fication of resen tmen t an d protest 
ag ain st the permissiven ess of the day , 
an d ag ain st the welfare setup that is a 
burden to his ilk.

lace specifically as a ben eficiary of 
the Archie Bun ker philosophy . 
What 
they 're reputedly say in g , privately , is 
that “ All in the Fam ily ” far tran scen ds 
just a show of social sig n ifican ce, an d 
has built-in implication s of g reat im­ 
port, watched as it is by record mil­ 
lion s an d relatin g as it does to situa­ 
tion s that have their coun terparts in 
the lives of ordin ary people. 
The theory con tin ues: 
The more 
hig hly educated mass of American * 
will see in Archie Bun ker's racism the 
seeds of its own destruction . But the 
politician s, aware that voters often 
make their choices on filmsy motiva 
tion s. are un easy about Archie an d his 
spoutin g s, an d what they ’re doin g to 
the collective min ds of adult America, 
train ed an d un train ed. 
Politics spawn s weird theories. No 
on e can say , at this poin t in the elec­ 
tion calen dar, whether the “ Archie 
Bun ker vote” is a formidable con cept 
or a fan tasy of frig hten ed politician s.

This is the first pro lo ng ed strike in o ur fo rty -fiv e y ear histo ry and we 
reg ret ex ceeding ly the hardship it impo ses o n the trav eling public, packag e 
ex press custo mers, and o ur emplo y ees and their families. 


Adiro ndack is pro ud o f its emplo y ees. 
Our driv ers reg ularly win 
awards and natio nal reco g nitio n fo r their o utstanding safety reco rds. Our 
maintenance perso nnel keep o ur fleet amo ng the mo st mo dern and reliable 
o n the ro ad. Our ticket o ffice perso nnel are kno wn fo r their co urteo us 
and efficient serv ice. As a g ro up, the achiev ements o f o ur perso nnel aie 


seco nd to no ne. 


We feel, ho wev er, that o ur driv ers do no t fully understand the co m­ 
pany ’s o ffer, especially in the lig ht o f statements attributed to unio n o ffi­ 
cials. After sev eral weeks o f neg o tiatio ns, the barg aining co mmittee o f

The av erag e Adiro ndack driv er no w earns in ex cess o f $1 0 ,0 0 0 per 
y ear and senio r driv ers earn in ex cess o f $1 5 ,0 0 0 per y ear. In additio n 
to this they receiv e substantial fring e benefits including a g enero us pensio n, 
fully paid life, ho spitalizatio n and majo r medical insurance, and up to 
2 9 day s paid v acatio n. So me driv ers wo rk o nly 3 day s o ut o f ev ery 6 dav s, 
are paid at the rate o f $1 3 ,1 4 7 .2 6 per y ear and receiv e up to 8 weeks 
paid v acatio n per y ear.
